Narberth Daylight Sav- 
ing Starts at 2 A.M. 
March 28th 



Our own daylight-saving ordinance 
goes into effect at 2 A. M. March 28. 
The passage of this ordinance by our 
Borough Council was in keeping with 
similar action taken by the Philadel- 
phia City Council and the local legis- 
lative bodies in practically all the cities 
in this part, of the country. 

So all our residents are urged to bear 
this in mind, and before retiring on 
Saturday evening, March 27, they are 
asked to turn their clocks and watches 
forward one hour. 

In view of the general popularity of 
daylight saying among our people, and 
in view of the further fact that Phila- 
delphia and so many other cities have 
also adopted this plan, our Borough 
Council felt that it. was decidedly a 
good move for Xarberth. Beginning 
with Sunday, March 28, Philadelphia 
and all her businesses and industries 
will be operated on the daylight-saving 
schedule. By having daylight saving 
here in Xarberth it. will be much easier 
for all of us to cany on our daily af- 
fairs, because we are all cither going 
into the city on business or we transact 
a great deal of business with Phila- 
delphia merchants and business men. 

The extra hour of daylight will be 
generally welcomed by Xarberth folks 
who are either interested in flower or 
vegetable gardens, or tennis or other 
athletic sports. 

Tn addition to Philadelphia and Nar- 
berth, the daylight saving schedule will 
be in effect in Camden, Atlantic. City, 
Trenton. Newark, New York City, Lan- 
caster, Harrisburg, Altoona, Pittsburgh, 
and many of the smaller towns and 
villages.

On Thursday. March -1th, the twenty- 
ninth series of the Narberth Building 
and Loan Association opened, and 
while a great many new shares were 
issued, it looks as though a great many 
of our residents forgot to take out 
shares.

CIVIC ASSOCIATION.

I. Name. The name of this organ- 
ization shall bo the NARBERTH CIVIC 
ASSOCIATION. 

II. Object. The object of the Asso- 
ciation shall bo to improve and beautify 
the Borough and vicinity, and assist 
and co-operato with the authorities in 
enforcing laws and ordinances relating 
thereto; to promote any project having 
for its purpose the betterment of the 
community as a whole; to provide a 
means of acquiring and disseminating 
information on any subject of general 
interest; and to foster and maintain a 
fraternal spirit among the people of our 
community. 

III. Membership. All persons resid- 
ing in this community are members and 
are entitled to attend meetings of the 
Association and avail themselves of its 
benefits. 

IV. Dues. The annual dues of vot- 
ing members shall be ONE DOLLAR, 
payable at the time tho application is 
received and annually thereafter at the 
time of tho annual meoting. 



V. Officers. The officers of the Asso- 
ciation shall be composed of voting 
members, and shall consist of a Presi- 
dent, three Vice-President, a Secretary 
and Treasurer, and a Board of Directors 
consisting of fifteen members. Each of 
the foregoing officers shall bold office 
for the term of one year. The Presi- 
dent, Vice-Presidents and Secretary 
shall, by virtue of their office, be mem- 
bers of the Board of Directors, and shall 
preside at its meetings. 

The Board of Directors shall choose 
from their number four persons who, 
with the President of the Association, 
shall constitute an Executive Commit- 
tee, of which the President shall be 
Chairman, which Committee shall have 
power to transact any business of the 
Board; provided, that any act done by 
them shall be subject to the approval of 
the Board of Directors. 

There shall be no regular meetings of 
tho Board of Directors, but meetings 
shall be held from time to time as tho 
business and interests of the Association 
may require. A majority of the Board 
shall constitute a quorum. 

VI. Meetings. An annual meeting of 
the Association for the purpose of elect- 
ing officers and for transacting such 
other business as may como before the 
meeting, shall be held during the month 
of March of each year on such date as 
may be fixed by the Board of Directors 
or by tho Executive Committee. 

There shall be no other stated meet- 
ings of the Association, but meetings 
shall be called by the President at any 
time upon the request of the Board of 
Directors, or of the Executive Commit- 
tee, or upon tho written request of any 
ten voting members wdio shall state in 
writing the purpose for which they de- 
sire such meeting to be called. 

Whenever a meeting is to be called, 
it shall be the duty of the Secretary to 
post on tho bulletin board a notice of 
the time, place and object of such meet- 
ing. Such notice shall bo posted as long 
before the da.tc of meeting as circum- 
stances permit, in order that all mem- 
bers shall have reasonable opportunity 
to attend the meeting. But in no case 
shall a meeting be convened on less 
than twenty-four hours' notice. 

Twenty voting members shall consti- 
tute a quorum. 

VII. Amendments. This Constitution 
may bo amended at any time by vote 
of two-thirds of the members present 
and entitled to vote, provided thirty 
days' notice of the meeting and of the 
proposed amendments shall have been 
given.

IT PAY'S TO PROMOTE BEAUTY. 

The attention of schools of industrial 
art and organizations such as the Amer- 
ican Civic Association has been called 
to a very remarkable decision of the 
.vlinnesota Supreme Court which prac- 
tically lays down the fact that good 
taste in city architecture pays. The 
decision grew out of a suit of a build- 
ing and investment company against 
the city building inspector of Minne- 
apolis who had refused to grant a per- 
mission for the erection of an apart- 
ment house which he deemed was of an 
unseemly character and unfitted to the 
neighborhood. The court upheld him, 
and under the ruling apartment, houses 
may be barred out of residential dis- 
tricts in Minneapolis if they do not 
meet the esthetic requirements of the 
neighborhood. 

The court, indeed, not only reversed 
itself in its decision, but brought to an 
end a light that has been going on for 
live years, in sustaining the city of- 
ficial' the court made a generalization 
which is of very wide application. For 
in the opinion of the court: 

It is lime that courts recognized 
the esthetic as a factor in life. 
Beauty and fitness enhance values 
in public, and private structures. 
But it is not sufficient that the 
building is'fit and proper, standing

alone; it should also lit in with 
surrounding structures to some de- 
gree. People are beginning to real- 
ize this more than before and are 
calling for city planning by which 
tho individual homes may be so- 
gregaled from not only industrial 
and mercantile districts, but also 
from the districts devoted to hotels 
and apartments. The act in ques- 
tion responds to this call and 
should be deemed to provide for a 
taking for a public purpose. 

This opinion is in line with the kind 
of thing Unit is being secured in many 
cities through zoning commissions and 
comprehensive plan and parkway bodies 
which have been given by law a cer- 
tain discretion as to the esthetic aspect 
of public improvements and (lie regions 
adjacent. It is also in line with com- 
mon sense and is a needed warning to 
those who would obtrude aggressive 
ugliness on the most costly civic em- 
bellishments Ihaf so many cities are 
now planning. Revolutions of this kind 
in public taste do not move backward.

"Our income has heretofore consisted 
til' membership dues and an annual pay- 
ment by the State Insurance Depart- 
ment averaging less than $-1(1. 

"The amount in our treasury is only 
•+:;(lo, which will not go far in case ol 
serious injury or fatal accident. We 
desire to add to this fund by giving an 
occasional entertainment and by receiv- 
ing direct contributions from any who 
appreciate the voluntary service the 
active members render the coinmiiii- 
ity.

Be is an expert in the 
aiciiiteclural development of housing, 
and was closely ideutilied with much of 
the Government housing work done dur- 
ing the War, and was also associated 
with the development of the Yorkship 
\ illago — the model housing develop- 
ment in connection with the New York 
Ship i'ard's plant, and also the Oetavia 
Bill development. 

Air. Bright is a member of the spe- 
cial committee of the Philadelphia 
Chapter of the American Institute of 
Architects in charge of the drafting of 
ii plan for the development of the Alot- 
ropolitan Philadelphia Area. This is a 
project that intimately concerns every 
resident of Narberth because of our 
very close proximity to Philadelphia 
ii ud the possible inclusion of Narberth 
and other Alain Line towns in the city 
of Philadelphia before many years have 
passed. 

Air. Bright 's talk will be illustrated 
by moving pictures. Those who have 
seen the iilm say that it is intensely 
interesting.' 

The second talk will bo made by Air. 
A. E. Woehlert. All of us know Air. 
Woehlert either personally or by reputa- 
tion, because he lives right hero in 
Narberth, but many of us do not know- 
that he is not only a nurseryman of un- 
usually wide experience, but that ho is 
also an expert on horticulture in gen- 
eral and on planting in particular. He 
is a member of the Pennsylvania Horti- 
culture Association, the Philadelphia 
Florists' Club, the Pennsylvania Horti- 
cultural Society, the National Associa- 
tion of Nurserymen, and for many years 
was in charge of the landscape devel- 
opment, work of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road. The exact topic, of Air. Woeh- 
lert 's talk will be announced in a later 
issue, but we are able to say now it 
will be illustrated with colored magic 
lantern pictures. 

Coming just at the end of Alarch and 
at the beginning of the spring season, 
Air. Woehlert 's talk will be especially 
interesting, helpful to the many Nar- 
berth folks who have gardens and are 
interested in all horticultural devel- 
opment.
